FOUR  FREEDOMS  .  .  . 


The  most  honored  and  cherished  possession 
of  the  American  people  has  been  and  always 
will  be  the  four  freedoms.  They  constitute  the 
high  ideals  of  American  life  —  envied  and 
wished  for  by  foreigners  everywhere.  Today, 
in  this  world  ^'  *'jrmoil  and  conflict,  these 
freedoms  have  become  more  precious  and  dear 
to  democratic  people  than  ever  before.  Re- 
leased from  tyranny  and  oppression,  the 
Europeans  realize  the  high  value  of  them,  and 
will  demand  of  their  respective  governments 
the  same  protection  for  their  rights  and  priv- 
ileges. Bloodshed  may  be  prevented  in  the 
future  if  due  recognition  is  given  to  the  follow- 
ing: (1)  freedom  of  speech,  (2)  freedom 
from  fear,  (3)  freedom  from  want,  and  (4) 
freedom  of  religion. 

Freedom  of  speech  retains  its  high  valua- 
tion only  while  the  people  allow  it  to  do  so. 
When  it  is  applied  to  spreading  vicious  lies 
and  hatred,  it  becomes  a  weapon  of  war  such 
as  Hitler  used.  It  was  employed  by  him  to 
sever  relations  between  our  allies,  and  here  at 
home  among  our  own  races  and  religions.  So 
long  as  it  is  not  used  to  run  down  other  peo- 
ple, and  is  kept  within  the  bounds  of  decency 
to  others  (people),  it  is,  and  will  always  re- 
main, one  of  the  greatest  freedoms  that  man- 


kind  has   ever   possessed   under   any   nation's 
flag. 

Freedom  from  fear  is,  in  itself,  freedom  of 
the  mind  and  soul.  A  harassed,  nervous  man 
is  of  no  use  to  himself,  his  family,  or  his  na- 
tion. During  the  occupation  of  Europe,  one 
was  in  constant  dread  of  a  footstep,  noise,  or 
knock  on  the  door,  for  fear  that  it  might  bring 
with  it  torture  or  death.  Today,  now  that  the 
war  is  over,  this  has  passed,  and  people  can 
again  live  a  normal  life.  Mental  stability  and 
confidence  are  just  as  necessary  to  that  normal 
life  as  physical  endurance.  It  certainly  is  every 
man's  right  to  have  a  clear  mind  and  soul,  rid 
of  all  worries  and  fear. 

Freedom  from  want  is  fast  becoming  a 
dying  hope  for  many  of  the  world  today  as 
time  continues.  This  year  countless  will  die  of 
starvation,  malnutrition,  lack  of  proper  cloth- 
ing, and  lack  of  shelter.  What  does  this  have 
to  do  with  us?  It  proves  again,  as  it  has  and 
always  will,  that  a  government  that  insures 
freedom  from  want  is  truly  doing  nothing 
short  of  a  miracle.  Although  not  appreciated 
as  it  should  be  in  America,  all  other  kindreds 
do  recognize  it.  To  keep  our  promises,  as 
Europeans  expect  us  to  do;  it  is  the  duty  of 


true   Americans   to   help   relieve   and   remove 
this  want  from  the  world  of  today. 

Freedom  of  religion,  in  order  to  be  success- 
ful, must  be  endorsed  and  supported  by  broad- 
minded  people.  It  made  no  difference  during 
the  war  whether  the  boy  next  to  you  in  the 
foxhole  was  Jewish,  Catholic,  or  Protestant, 
and  certainly  no  one  who  received  blood  plas- 
ma stopped  to  ask  the  religion  or  creed  of  the 
donor.  Now  that  the  war  is  over,  it  should 
remain  the  same  way.  We  all  worship  the 
same  God,  and  our  manner  of  doing  so  is  of 
our  own  choosing.  Those  of  us  who  condemn 
others  for  their  way  do  not  have  a  sense  of 
equality  or  brotherhood  in  their  souls. 

I  realize  that  I  have  but  touched  lightly  on 
each  of  these  four  freedoms,  but  if  the  mes- 
sage contained  thereof  makes  you  realize  that 
a  united  world  with  peace,  charity,  and  under- 
standing for  all  is  the  only  way,  with  everyone 
striving  and  endeavoring  together  to  reach 
this  goal,  then  I  have  succeeded.  I  also  hope 
that  there  is  imbedded  in  the  hearts  of  all  the 
fact  that  America  and  the  principles  for  which 
she  stands  are  the  best  in  the  world — envied 
by  all  and  wished  for  by  every  living  man.

This 
summer,  because  the  war  is  over,  many  people 
will  be  driving  Sunday  afternoons.  The  war  is 
over  for  us,  but  not  for  the  disabled  war  vet- 
erans for  whom  it  will  last  all  their  lives.  Yes, 
some  people  will  be  riding  while  many  veter- 
ans lie,  sit,  or  walk  around  aimlessly;  others 
may  not  be  able  to  write  or  read.  You  might 
be  able  to  help  them  if  you  are  willing. 

Would  the  average  American  be  willing  to 
take  one  Sunday  out  of  each  month,  three 
Sundays  a  summer,  to  take  one  of  these  war 


veterans  riding  in  his  car?  Stop  and  think! 
How  would  you  like  to  be  cooped  up  all  sum- 
mer? You  wouldn't  and  neither  do  they.  Sup- 
pose your  son  was  a  disabled  war  veteran. 
You  would  want  him  to  have  the  best  care. 
Boys  all  over  the  country  need  such  care. 
Some  are  orphans;  others'  families  live  too 
far  away  to  give  them  this  care.  The  rides 
could  be  as  enjoyable  for  you  as  for  them. 

If  you  could  spare  time  to  read  or  write  for 
a  veteran,  he  would  appreciate  that  also.  There 
are  many  little  things  you  could  do  for  these 


veterans  to  take  their  minds  off  themselves. 
They  would  soon  be  back  to  normal  if  you 
and  I  would  help  them  along. 

So,  Sunday  afternoon  driver,  why  not  make 
this  a  worthwhile  summer?  Go  to  the  nearest 
veteran's  hospital  and  offer  to  take  some  vet- 
eran riding.  Just  because  the  war  is  over  is  no 
sign  you  can  relax.  Show  us  that  you  still  have 
some  patriotism  left  by  sharing  your  ride. 
You  won't  regret  it  and  the  veterans  will  thank 
you  from  the  bottom  of  their  hearts. 


THE  HOME  .  .  . 

The  home  is  the  first  and  perhaps  most  im- 
portant influence  in  the  average  person's  life. 
Parents  are  the  finst  teachers.  They  teach  the 
basic  principles  of  obedience,  responsibility, 
respect,  manners,  neatness  and  honesty.  At 
home  children  first  find  that  they  cannot  al- 
ways have  their  own  way.  They  learn  to  be- 
lieve in  God  and  to  say  short  prayers.  Their 
parents  show  them  the  correct  way  lo  live.  If 
they  did  not  do  this  the  world  would  be  full 
of    ignorant    people,    for    though    the    school 


and  church  can  do  a  great  deal  they  cannot 
possibly  do  the  home's  job  too. 

First  of  all  a  child  learns  obedience.  He 
learns  to  obey  commands  and  knows  that  if 
his  parents  say  no,  it  means  no.  A  child  learns 
that  if  he  does  not  obey  he  is  punished.  Re- 
sponsibility is  also  learned.  In  the  home  a 
child  has  a  small  amount  of  responsibility  as 
soon  as  he  is  old  enough  to  understand  what 
il's  all  about.  Maybe  his  first  task  is  to  keep 
his  toys  orderly.  Then  he  branches  out  until 


eventually  he  takes  care  of  his  whole  room. 

Next  he  learns  respect.  First  for  his  parents 
and  elders  and  then  he  learns  to  respect  every- 
one's rights.  The  child  learns  not  to  ridicule 
others  who  have  a  physical  or  speech  handi- 
cap. Manners  are  another  factor  that  are  im- 
portant in  a  child's  home  education.  He  learns 
table  manners  and  how  to  be  polite.  The  child 
soon  discovers  that  if  he  says  "please"  and 
"thank  you"  his  requests  arc  granted  more 
quickly.  Respect  and  manners  are  a  very  im- 
portant part  of  home  training. 
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The  child  also  learns  the  importance  of 
neatness.  He  finds  that  his  clothes  must  be 
kept  neat  and  clean,  so  must  his  hands  and 
face.  He  discovers  that  if  his  toys  and  room 
are  kept  neat  he  will  win  his  mother's  ap 
proval.  Last  but  not  least  he  learns  to  be  honest 
and  truthful.  A  child,  when  very  young,  has  a 


huge  imagination,  but  he  soon  finds  that 
"telling  stories"  is  not  funny  and  may  get  him 
into  trouble.  The  boy  or  girl  learns  to  be 
honest  by  often  hearing  stories  of  Honest  Abe, 
etc.,  and  through  his  parents"  teaching  and 
example. 

Another  aspect  of  home  training  is  the  de- 


velopment of  a  belief  in  things.  The  child 
learns  to  believe  in  God,  in  his  country's  form 
of  government  and  the  rights  of  man,  in  the 
blue  sky,  in  the  green  grass  and  in  the  assur- 
ance of  parental  love.  Most  of  the  things 
learned  at  home  from  father  and  mother  can- 
not have  their  beginnings  elsewhere.  The  home 
is  the  foundation  and  backbone  of  our  nation. 


CHURCH  .  . . 

In  my  fourteen  years,  regular  church  going 
has  been  one  of  the  few  things  which  has  made 
a  distinct  impression  on  me.  As  far  back  as  I 
can  remember  I  have  been  going  to  Sunday 
School  and  church,  and  since  fourth  grade  I 
have  attended  church  school.  The  church  has 
set  as  its  goal  to  teach  us  moral  conduct,  racial 
and  religious  tolerance,  which  make  us  into 
good  Christian  citizens.  Through  the  Sunday 
school,  church  school,  choirs  and  youth  activ- 
ities, the  church  gives  us  the  start  from  which 
we  develop  into  either  good  Christian  men  and 
women,  fit  to  lead  this  world  or  cheap  charac- 
ters who  roam  streets  without  ideals. 

Under    moral    conduct    the    cleanliness    of 


mind  is  the  most  important.  Our  church 
through  its  organizations  shows  us  new  paths 
to  follow  and  keeps  us  away  from  bad  com- 
panions. Of  the  three  agencies  (home,  church, 
school)  which  affect  and  teach  us.  the  church 
exercises  the  greatest  influence.  Through  the 
teaching  of  priests  and  ministers  our  lives 
have  been  molded  to  follow  the  right.  This 
leaching  has  shown  us  that  apart  from  our 
own  families  others  love  us  and  take  an  inter- 
est in  us  and  our  future  lives.  This  fact  gives 
us  a  sense  of  importance  and  influences  our 
state  of  mind.  Remembering  these  teachings 
when  irritated  we  calm  down  and  feel  better. 
Racial  tolerance  is  one  of  the  most  abused 


things  in  the  world  today.  During  this  war  it 
showed  up  more  than  ever  in  the  Nazi  treat- 
ment of  all  those  not  pure  Aryan.  Even  in  our 
own  country  tliose  not  pure  white  in  color  are 
looked  down  upon.  In  the  church  all  are 
united,  all  work  together,  in  unison  and  har- 
mony. Race  should  not  be  a  barrier  and  will 
not  be  one  if  we  follow  and  practice  religion 

our  church  will  be  the  one  factor  which 

will  prevent  future  wars  by  teaching  racial 
tolerance,  religious  tolerance  and  moral  con- 
duct. 

"When  a  youth  knows,  he  cares; 

As  he  cares,  he  shares;

SCHOOL  .  .  . 


School  is  one  of  the  important  influences  in 
the  average  person's  life.  He  spends  approxi- 
mately twelve  years  in  school  training.  During 
this  time  he  attends  classes,  takes  part  in  extra- 
curricular and  social  activities,  and  daily  prac- 
tices manners  and  forms  habits  which  he 
retains  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  is  given  the 
opportunity  to  make  something  of  himself. 
School  plays  an  important  part  in  a  man's 
later  life.  Here  he  learns  to  be  a  good  citizen 
and  learns  the  laws  that  must  be  obeyed. 
School  prepares  Jane  and  Jim  for  their  con- 
tacts with  other  people  in  later  life. 

While  Jane  and  Jim  are  attending  classes 
they  receive  a  free  education.  They  study  and 
in  free  time  enjoy  extra-curricular  activities. 
While  doing  this  they  form  habits  which  they 
will  use  all  their  lives,  such  as  answering,  "Yes, 
Sir"  and  "No,  Sir."  Jane  and  Jim  acquire 
manners  such  as  waiting  their  turn  in  the  cafe- 


teria line.  These  manners  will  be  used  for  all 
years. 

They  will  remember  these  longer  than  they 
will  remember  who  won  the  Battle  of  Hastings 
or  if  a  verb  is  in  the  active  or  passive  voice. 
Manners  are  always  an  important  part  of  life 
at   Belknap. 

Extra-curricular  and  social  activities  give 
Jane  and  Jim  a  chance  to  enjoy  themselves 
while  working.  The  after-school  basketball 
games,  the  carnival  and  the  school  dances  all 
give  them  fun  at  a  low  price  and  all  students 
are  urged  to  participate.  The  activity  ticket 
makes  this  possible.  This  trains  students  to 
take  part  in  community  activities  in  later  life. 
Training  received  in  clubs  always  comes  in 
handy  in  later  years.  Clubs  and  social  activi- 
ties are  indeed  a  necessary  part  of  school  life. 

The  teachers  at  Belknap  are  there  for  the 
purpose  of  helping  the  students  to  learn.  In 
classes    along    with    the    subjects,    citizenship 


is  taught.  A  typical  day  consists  of  five  sub- 
jects, a  study  period  and  a  period  which 
varies  on  different  days  of  the  week.  Physical 
training  is  also  given.  All  the  while  Jane  and 
Jim  are  learning  and  preparing  for  life  in  the 
future.  They  learn  to  be  genial  with  other 
people  and  respect  others'  rights  while,  de- 
veloping skills  of  their  own.  These  are  all 
factors  in  an  education  at  Belknap. 

When  Jane  and  Jim  leave  Belknap  with  its 
modern  equipment  and  fine  faculty  to  go  to 
the  Senior  High  School,  they  are  moving  one 
more  step  toward  their  goal.  When  they  finish 
Senior  High  School  they  will  begin  their  fight 
for  success.  School  has  prepared  them  for 
this  and  Belknap  will  be  glad  if  they  succeed 
and  sad  if  they  fail.  School  is  one  of  the  great 
influences  in  your  life.  To  you  who  are  leaving 
Belknap  we  say  good-bye.  We  hope  you  have 
made  the  most  of  your  opportunities  and  wish 
success  to  each  and  every  one  of  you. 
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RESOLUTIONS  .  .  . 

As  the  last  notes  of  the  bugle  fade  away 
each  school  morning  just  as  we  are  ready  to 
begin  the  day's  work,  we  hear  a  voice  over  the 
loud  speaker  giving  us  a  "Thought  for  the 
Day."  These  thoughts  for  the  day  are  in- 
spiring and  they  make  us  start  our  schedules 
with  more  purpose  and  confidence.  Now  we've 
come  to  the  end  of  another  school  year  and  it 
is  fitting  that  we  should  carry  with  us  four 
thoughts,  not  just  for  a  day,  not  just  for  the 
summer,  but  four  thoughts  that  shall  become 
our  aim  in  life:  to  improve  ourselves  physi- 
cally, educationally,  economically  and  spirit- 
ually.

To  improve  our  personalities  we  must 
banish  jealousy,  envy,  anger,  hate  and  fear 
and  cultivate  tolerance,  a  better  sense  of 
humor  and  generosity. 

To  improve  ourselves  educationally  means 
really  that  we  are  training  our  mental  and 
phvsical  powers,  the  formation,  molding  and 
direction  of  our  character.  In  a  word  educa- 
tion is  development,  so  we  should  continue  to 
educate  ourselves  all  during  our  lives.

If  he's  foolish  enough  to  eat 
all  his  grain  there  would  be  no  seed  time  and 
no  next  time.  Of  equal  importance,  however, 
is  our  ability  to  invest  in  friendships  and  re- 
ceive dividends  from  our  investment. 

Let's  all  participate  more  in  the  religious 
life  of  our  community.  The  character  and 
moral  strength  that  are  built  by  working  with 
and  for  God  are  essential  for  us  to  help  build 
a  strong  brotherhood.  To  improve  ourselves 
spiritually  doesn't  mean  just  attending  Sun- 
day School  and  Church  regularly,  but  it  means 
living  and  thinking  as  a  Christian  and  influ- 
encing for  good  those  with  whom  we  come  in 
contact. 

"No  one  reaches  the  top  of  a  ladder  in  one 
step  from  bottom  to  top.  Neither  can  he  climb 
with  safety  if  he  keeps  his  eyes  on  the  ground; 
he  must  look  up."

In  the  halls  of  Emmet  Belknap  there  are  many  different 
types  of  students.  Among  these  are  those  who  are  at  the 
extreme  bottom  of  the  list  who  fail  to  pass  all  of  their  sub- 
jects. Then  there  is  a  large  middle  group  consisting  of  the 
average  or  little  better  than  average  pupil  whose  marks 
are  usually  on  the  Merit  or  Honorable  Mention  Roll.  Last 
but  not  least  we  have  the  ACES  who  are  the  outstanding 
students  of  Belknap,  chosen  by  the  faculty. 

The  students  in  the  lowest  bracket  of  school  comprise  a 
small  part  of  the  480  pupils  at  Belknap.  These  people  sit 
in  classes  day  after  day,  week  after  week  doing  the  mini- 
mum of  work.  They  also  take  up  more  than  their  fair  share 
of  the  time  in  the  class-room  and  benefit  very  little  from  it. 

The  largest  number  of  students  at  Belknap  come  under 
the  heading  of  average.  These  students  are  punctual,  neat, 
and  enjoy  their  school  life.  This  average  class  can  be  sub- 
divided into  three  groups:  the  first — low  average  who  are 
on  time  and  do  just  enough  to  get  by;  the  second  group 
is  on  time  plus  being  neat;  the  third  group  is  punctual, 
neat,  and  is  beginning  really  to  enjoy  school.  They  enter 
into  the  school  activities  and  are  general  all-round 
students. 

The  remaining  people  are  the  ACES.  They  are  able  to 
maintain  high  scholastic  grades,  and  are  on  the  Honor 
Roll.  Their  hard  work  helps  to  develop  fine  traits  of 
character.  They  find  time  to  render  outstanding  service 
to  the  school  frequently  being  leaders  in  many  activities. 
Curiously  enough  they  still  have  time  left  to  devote  to  any 
outside  work.  They  are  also  the  people  who  have  work 
neatly  done  and  on  time.  We  are  all  very  proud  of  the 
record  made  by  Belknap  students.  We  are  also  proud  of 
the  fact  that  we  have  so  many  students  with  good  scholas- 
tic standings.
